Of all the horrible disasters that ha\ e star- 


tled the ivorld for manj years we thinl. the 
mking of the United States gunboat Oneida 
i-v the worst in almost e^ery aspect 
The 


Oneida has been stationed on the coast of 
Jaiian 
Slie was leaving her harbor in the 


ci enmg when she met the British ship Boni- 
ba-\ 
The Oneida's lights were displayed, her 


uicers, hailed the Bombay, the whistles were 
sounded, butthe Bombay kept on her course, 
struck the-Oneida, and the latter went down 
111 a few minutes, w ith more than one hun- 
dred souls Even after the collision, the Boin- 
baj kept on her course, never offering to re- 
turn and aid the unfortunates who were sink- 
ing, nor to learn the result of the crash, and 
A.orse than all, if that were possible when she 
arm ed in port the officers said nothing about 
the affair, and after the few survivors arrived few minutes be' 
the nest day and told the story, those officers to arraign him 
said they did not hear the firing, although it 
was heard distinctly at Yokohama, twenty 
miles distant Another had feature of this alto- 
gether wickei and bungling calamity, was the 
fact that the Oneida, with 179 men on board 
had only two boats in which to escape (one 
of them being disabled by the collision,) the 
o-hers having been lost and not replaced by 
some oversight of thoselin power. 


Every feature of this awful disaster is so 


positively infamous that we cannot contem- 
plate it with patience That the officers of a 
British ship should exhibit auch scandalous 
barbarity would be beyond belief were it not 
that the evidence comes from different sourc 
es It leads us almost to Aspect that the 
collision u as a \ ohrntary act of wholesale 
blau^nter 
The mdign ition at Yokohama is 


unJoubtedlj just, tor the facts are so dread 
full> pointed that hanging at the yard arm 
would seem almost too good a fate for them 
So doubt our officers there will see to it mat 
they are summarily dealt with and severely if 
not properly punished 
And what = hall be thought of those who, h v 
ing our brave men under their care,shall reck 
Icssly risk the'r lives to save the purchase of 
a few life-boats? Capt Williams, in his lat> 
tst breath, passed a most damning sentence 
upon somebody His men were almost whol- 
Ij at the mercy of the hungry waves 
If our 


naval authorities make no better provision for 
those under their charge in general, they a'so 
deserve the severest treatment We have re- 
peatedly had occasion to reprimand private 
individuals and corporations for the careless 
ness with which they expose the hv es of the 
travelling public for the saving of a fev, pen- 
nies Here the only excuse is carelessness, 
•>nd that is just excuse enough to unfit anj 
one for public or private trust, and pur con- 
tempt for such criminal rfeglect can find no 
suitable expression 
There la onlv one bright feature in the whole 
afiarr, and that, alas, is a holoeaust. When 
the vessel was reported sinking, and those 
brave hearts who had stood face to face with 
death m trine of war knew that they must 
deal with an enemy against which courage, 
not numbers, nor armaments were of any 
avail, and knew that the final hour had 
tome for most of them, there was no panic, 
no rushing to swamp the single boat, they 
had preserved from the] wreck. Knowing 
that all could not be saved! the Captain said,
